Newark celebrates Black History Month, we are recall- 
ing the name of people who represented us in making our 
city a little better. We noticed that the local media printed 
many names from our city but left out Irvine I. Turner, 
our first black Councilman and Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson, 
our first black Mayor who held office for sixteen years. It's 
real funny to native Newarkers. 

Irvine I. Turner ran twice under the Commission form 
of government and lost. He then ran under the change of 
government banner and fought incumbent Mayor Leo 
Carlin who didn't want to make the old Third Ward a Ward 
for black people. Carlin wanted Newark to have four Wards 
only with the North, South, East and West splitting up the 
Central Ward like an orange. 

Irvine I. Turner, John T. Barnes, Jack Hicks and his 
Assoc. went to court here and in Washington, D.C. and 
found we had enough blacks in the old Third Ward to be 
represented by a Councilman. that was our beginning, we 
had never sponsored a collective group of black people 
although we were scattered all over the city. : 

In 1954, heran and was elected the first black Council- 
man, it wasn't easy because once it was said we could have 
representation as the Central Ward, everybody wanted to 
betheleader- which is another story. Note: Also, Larrie W. 
Stalks was the first black woman to become head of the 
Health Department, Inspections, Sanitation and Welfare. 

Calvin West was the first At-Large after Irvine I. 
Turner.

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are promising control of the baseball stadium (not 
yet built), promising control of the River Front pro- 
motion which also hasn't been built yet. Promising 
to give away every thing in Newark like the present 
Essex County Executive and the Freeholder Presi- 
dent are doing today. Blacks and Hispanics and all 
other minorities most open their eyes, look around 
and register to vote on May 12, 1998.

At Newark, New Jersey’s Top Brass 

A new and emerging jazz group, Charlie 
Slade and the Jazz Creations, composed of pro- 
fessional musicians and a former singer with 
the Shirelles, is bringing to the national music 
scene years of experience playing with some of 
the giants of jazz and popular music 

On January 29, the group performed at 
the Robert Treat Hotel’s Top Brass in New- 
ark, New Jersey. 

Slade, the founder of the group, and of 
East Orange, New Jersey who plays drums, 
and has been dubbed “Mr. Drums” because 
of his intricate drum styling, brings a long 
list of artists he has performed with which 
includes Sonny Stitt, the Four Cleffs, and 
Gloria Coleman. 

Slade’s Jazz Creations features Gail 
Allen of Passaic, New Jersey, the band’s 
vocalist who has performed with the leg- 
endary Shirelles singing group, Arthur 
Prysock and Jimmy McGriff. 

Formed less than a year, the group is 
currently making plans to go into the stu- 
dio to make a recording on the Airmen 
label which will feature such tunes as “I 
Found My Way Home,” “Believe,” “Don’t 
Cha Go Away Mad,” and “Lush Life.” 

In addition to Slade and Ms. Allen, 
Jazz Creations is also composed of organ 
and piano player Radam Schwartz of 
New Brunswick, New Jersey, a popular 
composer, arranger and educator; and 
tenor saxophone player, Tommy Gryce 
of Trenton, New Jersey who has re- 

corded with Gene Ammons, Max Roach, 

Quincy Jones, Betty Carter and Art 

Blakey. 

“It’s not often that you can find a 
group as talented and having the ex- 
perience that Radam, Tommy and Gail 
has,” said Slade. “In putting together 
the group, I knew the key was to have 
people who have played with the best 
and who can entertain their audi- 
ences,” he said.

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Survey of Afrocentric 
materials and goods 


The Star Ledger recently, surveyed the local 
scene during this month of Black History and found 
that although the weather has been perfect for 
shopping some of the stores that sell African and 
international fashions were practically empty. 

Many of these stores, feature African fashions 
and artifacts from all parts of the continent, and dot 
Halsey Street. 

Up on Bergen Street, owner John Martin of Ke- 
Dar Book Store says February's Black History Month 
is his busiest. 

Parents come into his store looking for books 
that will aid their children in doing reports on Black 
History. He also carries a kit designed for African- 
American churches. “Sanfoka,” published by Urban 
Ministries, shows the role of blacks in biblical his- 
tory. 

John recommends books that tell of the lesser 
known blacks in American history. Including Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., Jean Baptiste Point du Sable, 
the man credited with setting up a trading post that 
later became the city of Chicago. 

He recommends such books as “The Six Black 
Presidents, Black Blood: White Masks” by Auset 
Bakhufu. The author contends that Thomas 
Jefferson, Andrew Jackson, Warren G. Harding, 
Dwight Eisenhower, Abraham Lincoln and his first 
term vice president, Hannibal Hamlin, all had black 
ancestors. 

A&B Books on Branford Place is another source 
for African-American materials.
